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THE CIVIL COURTS. 


A DIVORCE SUIT FOR THE OPENING CHAP- 
TER OF THE APRIL TERM. 


The Circuit Judges Meet in General Term— 
Decisions of Interest by Judges Valliant 
and Lubke—The Jury Commissioner— 
Matters in Probate—A Point for As- 
signees—Features of Litigation To-Day. 


A suit for divorce was filed in the Circuit 
Court to-day by Mrs. Laura Greer against 
Leander Greer. They were married on the 12th 
day of October, 1875. Mrs. Greer alleges that 
she was at all times a good, faithful and 
affectionate wife, and did everything 
in her power to promote the comfort 
and happiness of her husband. She 
alleges that he, however, did not carry out his 
part of the contract, but onthe contfary did 
everything to make her wretched and misera- 
ble. She alleges that he whipped her repeat- 
edly, leaving the marks of his cruelty upon her 
face and body; that he called her vile names 
and uttered false charges against her at vari- 
ous times, rendering her condition intolera- 
ble. There were no children by the marriage. 


The April Term. 


The Circuit Judges met this morning in gen- 
eral term for the opening of the April term

An Assignee’s Liability. 


Judge Valliant to-day rendered a decision in 
the suit of the Mechanics’ Bank against P. B. 
Little, assignee, involving the question 
whetheran assignee, under a voluntary as- 
signment forthe benefit of creditors is liable 
to the process of garnishment at the suit ot one 
who is a creditor of a creditor of the assignor. 
The Court holds that bythe assign ment the 
assignee doesnot becomethe debtor in the 
peace of the assignor, and asto the creditors 

e bears only the relation of trustee of the 
property. The process of garnishment will 
not reach the assignee at anytime before a 
dividend is declared, but after that he be- 
comes personally liable to the creditor for the 
umount of the dividend. To that extent he is 
liable as garnishee.

Judge Valliant to-day rendered a decision 
affirming the decision of the Probate Court iu 
the case of Isaac Maclay and others against 
Mary E. Crawford; administratrix of W. H.

New Light on Mechanics’ Liens. 


Judge Valliant to-day sustained a demurrer 
inthe suit of Geo. F. Dreste against Peter 
Rumbor and others. The court thinks that if 
the law governing mechanics’ liens is cor- 


rectly declared in the case of Henry vs. Hinds 
the petition presents astrong case for equit- 
able relief. Without intimating, however, 
thatthe decisions of the Kansas City Court 
of Appeals are not binding on the 
St. Louis Circuit Court Judge Valliant thinks 
it proper to say that the decision above named 
places the law of mechanics’ liens in alight in 
which it had not before been generally viewed 
by the legal profession in this city. The only 
express remedy given by the law for the en- 
forcement of rights under the mechanics’ lien 
is a cast-iron statutory remedy which does 
not yield to the more flexible process of equity 
jurisprudence.

Proposed Improvements to Be Made by the 4 
American Insurance Company. — 


The building on the northeast corner of Lo- 
cust street and Broadway, built by the Singer 
Manufacturing Company and recently sold to 
the American Insurance Company, is 
to be changed in many of its ap- 
pointments.

The National Bank Cases. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 4. -A decision was 
rendered by the United States Supreme Court 
to-day in the important bank-tax case, en- 
titled the Mercantile National Bank of the City 


of New York against the Mayor, Aldermen 
and the commonalty of the Cityof New York 
and George W. McLain, Receiver of Taxes. 
This is one of the thirty-five suits brought 
by the national banks of the City of New York 
againstthe municipal authorities of that city 
to restrain the collection of taxes assessed 
upon the shares of stock of said banks. The 
question raised by the case is whether or 
not the system of laws enforced in the 
State of New York is in opposition to 
section 5,219 of the Revised Statutes of 
the United States, which requires that the 
taxation of shares of national banks shall 
not be at a greater rate than is assessed upon 
other moneyed capital in the hands of individ- 
ual citizens of said State.’’ 

This court answers that question in the 
negative, and affirms the decree of the court 
below in favor of the State.

THE CHICAGO BOODLERS. 


The Special Grand-Jury Addresses a Me- 
morial to Gov. Oglesby. 


CHIcaGo, III., April 4.—Before the special 
Grand-jury closed its inquisition Saturday 
they prepared a lengthy memorial to Gov. 
Oglesby, which was entrusted to States Attor- 
ney Grinnell for safe delivery. The memorial 
relates to the government of the county and 
shows at great length how the corrupt gang 
that have controlled county boards for years 
past have found it possible to rob the tax 
payers, and then asks the Governor to use 
his influence with the Legislature’ to 
have a law enacted to cover 
the deficiencies. One thing needed, accord- 
ing to the memorial, is a statutory provision 
for the appointment of all county employes. 
As the law stands now the commissioners 
themselves and, of course, all the other offi- 
cials who are chosen by the people, are the 
only legal officials of the county, and thus 


are the only ones who can be brought to task 
forthe crime of bribery. The wardens of the 
yarious county institutions and the army of 
employes under them have no  statu- 
tory existence, and the law against bribery 
does not, therefore, reach them. 

We found,’’ said a Grand-juror, in talkin 
ofthe inquisition to a reporter for a loca 
paper, that the wardens, McGarigie, Varnell 
and even Frey, were implicated in innumerable 
cases of bribery. We had proof against them 
—proof that was incontrovertible—but we 
were unable to indict them for the crime, be- 
cause the law, as the State’s Attorney con- 
strued it, did not cover their cases. Now, for 
instance, Robinson, the grocer, would send a 
consignment of goods to the hospital with a 
bill or list, showing the weight of each article, 
and the store-keeper or warden him- 
self would reweigh everything, check 
up the grocer’s list, and then certif 
the bill to de ;. even thoug 
everything was found to be light from 10 to 50 
per cent of the weight charged for. Robinson, 
in his confession, shows that he was doing this 
sort ofa thing all the time, and also that he 
was paying the wardens to O. K. his bills. We 
considered that the wardens were as guilty of 
bribery as the grocer, but legally they could 
not be held for that offense. However, we had 
a recourse on the conspiracy law. That proved 
to be broad enough to coyer everybody from 
the mightiest man of the gang tothe meanest 
trooper in the ranks.’’ 

Were any recommendations made relative 
toachange in the composition of commis- 
sioners?’’ 

Tes; we saw it would be next to impos- 
sibie to get good business men to have any* 
thing todo withthe position of commissioner 
as long as the present method of payment is 
in vogue. It is not enough, for the responsi- 
bility is great and the duties exacting.

er. 
THE TRIAL. 

At 10:30 o’ clock this morning District Attor- 
ney Bashaw began his address to the jury, 
opening for the Government. His line of argu- 
ment was as follows: ; 

The right of the ballotisa sighs * — 
of ali rights, and on an honest ballot depends 
the safety of life, liberty and property. With 
corrupting this ballot the defendant stood 
charged. The evidence was overwhelming. 
The defendant claimed that he assumed the 
duty of deputy recorder without knowin 
what was required of him, and that he was no 

resent when the oral instructions were given, 
nthis the testimony of the defendant was 
contradicted by ex-Recorder of Voters Hob- 
litzelle, who said that, according to his best 
knowledge and belief, Egan was present and 
did hear the oral instructions given to the 
deputies, Further than this, the defendant ad- 
mitted having received the printed instruc- 
tions, all of which he remembered and related 
with wonderful accvracy excepting the last 
instruction, which directed the deputy re- 
corder to ‘‘re-write plainly’’ the name of the 
voter. The meaning of this Mr. Bashaw said 
could not be misunderstood. It was not an 
instruction for the deputy recorder to prac- 
tice hand-writing, but clearly showed him 
what his duties were. 

The District Attorney was followed by 

MR. MARSHALL, 
who made the opening speech for the defense. 

He said: ‘‘l assume that you have observed 
the frequent admonitions of the Court not to 
decide this case until it is closed, that your 
minds are open to be convinced of the defend- 
ant’sinnocence. The burden of the District 
Attorney’s speech was concerning those mat- 
ters on the j8th of September on 
which 80 much stress has been 
laid. All the evidence touching these 
matters has been removed from your con- 
sideration by the action of the Government. 
This immense bulk of paper represents two 
indictments, one charging the defendant with 
having fraudulently placed on the registration 
lists the names of persons who never applied 
to him for registration, and the other that 
the names registered were fictitious. Atthe 
close of the case for the prosecution the Gov- 
ernmect was forced into the position of ad- 
mitting that the indictments were contra- 
dictory, therefore they nolle prossed indict- 
ment No. 2803, taking away from you consider- 
ation all the evidence concerning house num 
bers, locations, etc,, leaving for determina- 
tion the sole question whether this man con- 
cocted this scheme out of

of heart, and wrote these names on the regis- 
tration books.’’ The attorney said the defend- 
ant had written the names on the first pages 
of the book through ignorance, as he testified 
toon the stand. These pages was the best 
evidence that he did not understand the 
printed instructions. He made no at- 
tempt to disguise his hand. If he 
had understood the instructions and 
wished to conceal his hand he would not have 
written the names in identically the same 
style. These registrations, though against 
the law, are proofs of the fact that the defend- 
ant offended through ignorance, ag they car- 
ried the evidence of the offense with them, 
The only evidence against the defendant was 
the evidence of the expert, who swore 
that the names in the indictment were 
written by the defendant in the registration 
book. The expert wasthen hauled over the 
coals unmercifully. There was no proof to 
show that the defendant had registered any 
names but those of persons who applied to 
him. Mr. Marshall dwelt upon this feature of 
the case for some time, and in the absence of 
proof to the contrary he asked for an ac- 
quittal. 

Judge Chester Krum followed and said the 
Government had proceeded upon two theo- 
ries, one of which they had toabandon. He 
said that in abandoning this indictment the 
Government had abandoned the only case — 
could stand upon. He then read the State an 
Federal statutes which, be said, described no 

uch offense as was charged, viz., registering 
ctitious names. His argument was mainiy 
on the legal features of the case. 

Judge Krum claimed that the Government 
had failed in a single instance to show 
that the defendant knew that any of the 
persons applying for registration were not 
actually the persons the claimed. A presump- 
tion of innocence surrounded the defendant 
throughout the case. To remove this the 
Government had offered no proof. A most 
important failure on the part of the Govern- 
ment was the total absence of evidenco 
going to show any motive for the 
com mission of the offense. Egan had not been 
connected with any conspiracy to carry out an 
unlawful purpose or accomplish an unworthy 
object or to subvertthe law. This strength- 
ened the presumption of innocence. He read 
the decision of Judge Dillon in the Babcock 
cane showing the necessity of establishing a 
motive.

At 12:50 the Court excused the jury and took 
& recess until 2 p. m. 

Court reconvened at 2:15 p. m. when a 
slight delay was caused by the absence of the 
counsel for the defendant. 


THE COURT’S INSTRUCTIONS. 

Judge Brewer, in charging the jury, said he 
congratulated the Government and the de- 
fendant on the intelligence ofthe jury. The 
crime charged is a serious one.

At 3:6 p. m. the Egan jury returned into 
Court atter just 55 minutes deliberation. They 
found the defendant guilty on counts Nos. 1, 
2,3, 8, 9, 10, 11, 12 and 13, of indictment 2,802, 
all the counsel for the Government demanded. 


At the request of his counsel sentence was de- 
ferred until motion fora new trial could be 
filed. Judge Brewer, however, ordered Egan 
into the custody of the marshal, to be held 
until sentence is passed. The maximum pun- 
ishment is three years imprisonment anda 
fine of $500.

CowEs, Isle of Wight, April4.—The Coronet 
arrived here at sundown last evening, having 
left Queenstown at 9o’clock Thursday morn- 
ing.

MRS. HELEN X. GOUGAR DENOUNCES Al- 
LEGED CORRUPT FEMALE VOTERS. 


Two Ladies of High Social Standtig at 
Leavenworth, Kas., Charged With Buy- 
ing the Votes of Their Colored Sis- 
ters—Mrs, Gougar’s Card—Kansas the 
Battle Ground of the Female Saffrage 
Question. 


Special Correspondence of the PosT-DIsPATCH. 

LEAVENWORTH, April 3%8,—To-day, at a 
crowded public meeting hela in the interest of 
female suffrage, Mrs. Helen M. Gougar, the 
Indiana agitator, denounced the city admin- 
istration, officers of which are on the Demo- 
cratic ticket for re-election. She charged them 
with running hacks to carry disreputable 
women to the registration office and with 
making a canvass of the brothels. Two women 
of social standing, whose names she withheld, 
she said had been among the negro women 
offering them money for their votes. The 
speaker promised the people of Leavenworth 
a legal prosecution of these two ladies if the 
negresses would but stick to their story. 
Mrs. Gougar then denounced Harry E. Insley, 
cashier of the bank where the city deposits 
are made. The terms of her denunciation and 
its cause are embodied in the following open 
letter which was printed in this morning’s 
Times: 


SIn— Lou were, until yesterday, entirely un- 

known to me. had never heard of such a 
rson as Harry E. Insley untill was intro- 
uced to you — the following manner: 

After au absence of six days from Leaven- 
worth I returned to find mail waiting me 
from my home, in Lafayette, Ind., er 
me that One Harry E. Insley 
Leavenworth has telegrapbed Mr. Mell 
Miller of Lafayette, saying you were there 
fizhting him, and asking for your record and 
directing him to telegraph a full answer at his 
expense. The answer was in about these 
words: Her record invulnerable. A fearless 
advocate of prohibition and woman suffrage. 
If you have attacked ner you had better make 
your peace with her.’ 

Now, Mr. Insley, you maybe interested to 
know that Mr. Mell Milleris one ot our most 
reputable citizens, an attorney at law and a 
member of one of the oldest and most re- 
spected families of our county. 

Sir, when you telegraphed Mr. Miller as you 
did you knew that as — for Ihad never 
spoken your name. gn bag sought my 
record“ you did it phe like the prowling 
thief or midnight assassin, you might rob me 
of that which could not enr ch you, but could 
make me poor indeed, and stab me to death 
under cover of the dark. I denounce you asa 
being—I will not say man—unwörthy the re- 
epect ot men or women, and a ft tool and 
minion of that element in society which seeks 
to destroy all that is pure and good in indi- 
vidual or national life. Sir, by your disrep- 
utable methods you acknowledge that you 
dare not meet me in open debate, before the 
people of Leavenworth and openly defend the 
men and cause that you espouse.

Ihave met 
the friends of the Whisky Alliance before, and 
am well acquainted with you all. By this at- 
tempt at malicious slander you have proven 
your claim of belonging to that element that 
does not hesitate at any crime that may be 
done under cover to destro the ad- 
vocates of prohibition an woman 
suffrage. It is such as you that 
have, from first to last, attempted 
slander to weaken the influence of those who 
would exercise the right of free speéch; it is 
such as you that have laid in ashes the homes 
of men who have dared to sign petitions or 
testify tothe truth against law- breakers; it is 
such as you that have laid in ashes the church 
edifices where temperance people have con- 
erie and, sir, it is such as you that have

SIGNING THE INVITATION 


THE CALL ON PRESIDENT AND MRS. CLEVE- 
LAND CIRCULATED TO-DAY. 


The First Sheets Go On ’Change—Pian for 
Their Distribution in Public Places— 
Meeting of the Congmittee of Arrange- 
ments Saturday Afternoon—The Ladies 
Formally Invited to Join in the Move- 
ment. 


The Committee of Arrangements for the 
Cleveland visit met at the office of Mayor 
Francis at 4 o’clock Saturday afternoon. 
There were present: Mr. Francis, Frank 
Gaienne, C. C. Rainwater, 8. W. Cobb, Chas. 
Green, Geo. B. Thompson, John S. Moffitt, R. 
H. Kern and Nelson Cole. The committee ap- 
proved the form of invitation submitted by 
the special committee appointed at a previous 
meeting. 

Mr. Gaiennie proposed a classification of the 
sheets of signatures, and that commercial and 
other bodies sign by their officers first and 
their members afterward. This idea he in- 
corporated in amotion which was seconded 
immediately by Mr. Moffitt and Mr. Cobb. 

Mr. Priest objected to this form because he 
thought some organizations might feel slighted 
if not called upon to join in the invitation. 
There were thousands of organizations in the 
city and it would be impossible to invite each 


e. 
. Moffitt thought there should be a syste- 
matic way of gathering signatures. Mr. Me- 
Cullagh, who was not present, had sug- 
gested to him that sheets for signatures 
should be placed in each of forty drug stores, 
with cards in the store-windows, calling at- 
tentiontothem. Mr. Moffitt offered the com- 
mittee a list of drug-stores and sample card 
for the windows. 

There was a general approval of Mr. Mof- 
fitt’s plan, but the discussion returned to 
Mr. Gaiennie’s proposition that organiza- 
tions sign the invitation officially. Mr. Gaien- 
nie modified his motion so as to ex- 
press it us the sense of the committee 
that if any organization desired its signature 
as such it would be received. After some oppo- 
sition to this idea had been manifested, how- 
ever, Mr. Gaiennie withdrew his motion 
altogether. 

Mr. Kern moved that 

A COMMITTEE OF THREE 
be appointed to designate the places where 
the sheets for signatures should be placed. 
The motion was carried and the Chairman ap- 
pointed the following committee: R. H. Kern, 
Jno. 8. Moffitt and Geo. B. Thompson. 

The question of an extra session of Congress 
in October was discussed, but it was the gen- 
eral opinion of the members of the committee 
that there was very little probability of an 
extra session being cailed, and even if it 
should be called it would not interfere in any 
way with the President’s proposed Western 


ihr. Moffitt suggested that there ought to be 
a limit on the time for returning the sheets of 
signatures. 

The question of classifying signatures being 
again brought up, Mr. Green moved that the 
names be taken as those of citizens, irrespect- 
ive of occupation. 

Mr. Gaiennie thought it would bea graceful 
thing for the officers of the Executive Depart- 
ment to sign as such, and then the Council and 
the House of Delegates. 

Mr. Thompson suggested adding the names 
of the city officials and members of the mares 
chants’ Exchange. 

Mr. Gaiennie offered as an ene to 
Mr. Green's motion his original idea that any 
organization that desired be allowed to sign 
assuch. The amendment was defeated, and 
Mr. Green’s motion adopted. 

_Mr. Priest moved that as Mrs. Cleveland was 
included in the invitation the ladies be 3180 
requested to sign the invitation. There was 
an amusing discussion of this point, Mr. Green 
holding that his signature to the invitation 
moluded that of his wife. The motion finally 
carried, Mr. Green and Mr. Cobb going on 
record against it, and Mr. Rainwater dodging.
